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Protecting Youths From Exploitation 


New state regulations for child labor 


are scheduled to go into effect in Wisconsin 
June 1. The rules have been approved by 
the commissioners of the State Department 
of Industry, Labor and Human Relations. 
The approval came only after considerable 
study and discussion to set up regulations 
which would permit young people between 
the ages of 12 and 21 to obtain jobs and at 
the same time to guard them against 
exploitation or working in 
potentially 


hazardous jobs. 


A review of the new rules shows that 


they are entirely reasonable. They continue 
a history of such regulation in this state 
which has taken the lead for 
several 


decades in assuring that conditions of 
employment for young people would be 
broad enough to put their energies and 
interests to work. At the same time, they 


eliminate types and conditions of employ- 
ment which could affect their physical and 
mental well-being. This approach is in 
complete contrast with the 
conditions 


which prevailed in the early decades of the 
century when the exploitation of children 
by industry was abominable. 


The new rules cover such subjects as 


minimum ages in various types of employ- 
ment, hours of work permitted, minimum 
ages for hazardous employment, and some 
well-defined exemptions. The penalty sec- 
tion for violations by employers is specific. 


The work of the commission of the 


Department of Industry, Labor and Human 
Relations and all those who helped in 
giving advice to the commission in its 
rewriting of the child labor rules deserves 
commendation. 
The rules are 
another 


indication that Wisconsin is a leader among 
the states in the field of human relations. 


Modifying the Lindbergh Law 


The United States Supreme Court has 


ruled that the capital punishment provision 
in the so-called Lindbergh kidnapping act is 
unconstitutional. But conservative critics of 
the Supreme Court should take a long look 
at the decision before they conclude that it 
is another step toward making crime easy. 


The act, enacted in outrage after the son 


of Charles Lindbergh was kidnapped and 
killed 34 years ago, made transporting a 
kidnapped person across a state line a 
federal crime and it made possible the 
death penalty if the kidnapped person was 
harmed in any way. 


But the part of the act which the court 


declared unconstitutional involved how the 
death penalty was related to the accused's 
trial. Under the act, only a jury could 
impose the death penalty. If the accused 
chose his right under the Sixth Amend- 
ment to trial by jury in a serious case, he 
was risking his life. He could plead guil- 
ty to avoid trial by jury and the possibility 
of a death sentence, but this violated the 
self - incrimination 
clause 
of the Fifth 


Amendment, according to the recent de- 
cision by the court. 


Obviously removing the death penalty 


from the act in no way lessens the 
authority of the federal government and it 
has been fairly well demonstrated that the 
death penalty is little or no deterrent to 
murder or other serious crime. Criminals 
after all do not intend to get caught and 
brought to trial or they wouldn't take the 
risk in the first place. 


The incidents indicate that J:here is 


often something wrong with legislation 
enacted in the emotion of the moment. 
Legislatures of course must reflect public 
opinion and public 
opinion is greatly 


influenced by events of the moment. 
Current dangers and problems also justify 
changes in legislation over long periods of 
time. An increase in kidnapping in the 
early 1930's may well have indicated that 
the crime should have been made a federal 
one. 


But legislation should be the result of 


considerable study and calm consideration 
and not enacted out of either fear or 
revenge. 


New Freedoms in Czechoslovakia 


Optimists have claimed for some time 


that the capitalist and the 
Communist 


worlds were moving closer together and 
that if we only had patience and prevented 
the outbreak of armed hostilities there 
would be nothing but economic competition 
in future years. The events in Czechoslova- 
kia tend to bear out this theory, but the. 
new policies have yet to be tested. 


; The new premier, Alexander Dubcek, 


has not only asked for opposition parties 
with the right to campaign, secret elections 
and a responsible legislature. Now his 
action program includes passports for all, 
an end to at least some censorship and a 
demotion for the authority of the secret 
police. While assuring the Soviet Union 
that he has no intention of breaking ties 
with Russia or of deserting the Communist 
ideology, Dubcek says that Czechs should 
Be" assured that 
"no 
citizen - can 
be 


questioned by the state security for his 
political convictions" and that the police 
should no longer be used "to solve internal 
political questions" or to control "political 
convictions and personal opinions." 


Most Communist countries have elabo- 


rate constitutions enunciating the rights of 
citizens but such constitutions are generally 
ignored by authorities. We have yet to see 


what happens if Dubcek's reforms are 
actually put into practice in Czechoslova- 
kia. But there does seem to be some reason 
for hope that some of them will occur. For 
one thing, the new regime appears to have 
a considerable support from Czechs who 
may not leave the country or even vote for 
someone else if they get the chance. 


Czechoslovakia "differs from the other 


Eastern European Communist countries in 
that it was a democracy once upon a time 
and it never showed signs of coveting its 
neighbors' property. The overrunning of 
Czechoslovakia by the Nazis and then the 
forced Communist coup engineered by the 
Russians after World War II were deplored 
in the United States in great part because 
of Czechoslovakia's traditions of freedom 
resembling our own. During the years it 
has been controlled by the Communists, it 
has been 
the most 'Stalinized of the 


satellites with extremely strict and conserv- 
ative policies. 


But ideas are hard to kill. Presumably 


Premier Dubcek is a dedicated Communist 
— but he seems to believe that communism 
and political and civil liberty can exist in 
the same nation. We'd like to believe he is 
right, but we have yet to see it happen, 
even in Czechoslovakia.

Emerges as Dynamic Man 


Impression of leader as Ruthless 
Changes With Close Association 


EDITOR'S

midst of the Tet offensive AP 
photographer Edward T. Adams 
made a picture that gave mil- 
lions of people around the world 
an insight into the grimness of 
the Vietnam war.

Since that time Adams has trav- 
eled extensively with Loan and 
seen firsthand some of the fac- 
ets of his nature.

SAIGON (AP) — The chief of 


South Vietnam's national police, 
Nguyen Ngoc Loan, is one of the 
country's 
most 
controversial 


leaders. 


The Viet Cong hate him, and 


so do others not associated with 
the Communist-led movement. 
He is a hero to the men who 
work under him, and to not a 
few admirers of efficiency. To 
them, charges of ruthlessness 
are offset by the dangers that 
plague the government Brig. 
Gen. Loan serves. 


When I first came upon Loan, 


two months ago, he was firing 
at the head of a man in a plaid 


general had appeared 
shirt.

suddenly that morning near An 
Quang Pagoda. Saigon was reel- 
ing under the onslaught of the 
Tet offensive. The man in the 
plaid shirt had just been cap- 
tured. Loan executed him in a 
split second. 


My first impression was that 


the thin-faced Loan was a cold, 
callous killer. Since then, I have 
traveled for days across the 
country with him. 


He is a product of modern 


Vietnam and his time. 


Severely Criticized 


Many think he represents the 


worst in Vietnam. He has been 
criticized severely by some 
American and1 Vietnamese offi- 
cials and by some Vietnamese 
politicians. He has been accused 
of using "Hitler" tactics, illegal 
arrests, torture and police-state 
methods. 


He usually participates per- 


sonally in the arrest of impor-

shouting or bullying down any 
opposition. 


When Nguyen Cao Ky maneu- 


vered the generals against 
Nguyen Khanh in 1965, Loan 
was at his side, first as deputy, 
then as chief of military intelli- 
gence.

Loan was his chief weapon 
against rebellious Buddhists. 


Last July, when a national as- 


sembly was voting whether to 
allow Nguyen Van Thieu and Ky 
to run for president and vice 
president, Loan and several 
armed henchmen made their 
way to the balcony to glare at 
members as the vote was taken. 
The vote went the way Loan 
wanted. 


Widely Feared

fear Loan. Mop-haired students, 


cently Loan was seen driving a 
barber around Saigon in his 
jeep.

He was 
wounded slightly three times. 


"His men believe that he can 


walk on water and is bullet- 
proof," said a U.S. police advis- 
er who has worked closely with 
Loan for two years. "Loan has 
three qualifies which are needed 
for leadership. He is positive, 
efficient and realistic." 


Another 
American 
adviser 


said Loan has "done more for 
his men than any of the nine 
previous directors of the nation- 
al police. He has gotten them 
more pay and better living con- 
ditions."

first pilot qualified to fly jets, 
and recently he turned down 
promotion to major general. 


"I would take the second star 


only if many of my men receive 
promotions they well deserve," 
Loan said. "Some of my former 
classmates are only majors or 
lieutenant colonels now and I'm 
a general. I think eventually 
they will see it my way." 


Loan was born in Hue in 1930, 


the oldest of three sons in a fair- 
ly wealthy family. One brother 
is a medical doctor and the oth- 
er is the director of a youth cen- 
ter. Five daughters in the fami- 
ly are associated with medicine 
or pharmacology.

ing to deed restriction on lots 
in Lakeviow Park plat which 
includes the Menominee Drive 
area. 


"No person of any race 


other than Caucasian shall 
own, use, lease, or occupy any 
building or lot on said premis- 
es excepting in the case of 
domestic servants employed 
by or residing with owners or 
tenants," is the protective 
agreement attached to the 
Eichstadt subdivision at the 
cUy's north end. 


Almost the same provision 


is attached to Palisades Plat 
in the Town of Menasha and 
to others in this area. 


They are fairly common, 


say those who have occasion 
to see Oshkosh deeds fre- 
quently.

George Yost of Yost Ab- 


stract Company said he finds 
most of the sales restrictions 
in ihe 1940-50 plats.
